ed there for our Fiſhing ; and vaſt Calcula- 
tions we have had laid before us of the Be- 


nefic of that Trade, the Shipping it would 


employ, the Seamen it would breed up, 
and th- Trade it would make there—And 
| ſhall nut enter here into the i')-natui'd 
Particvlars— Perhaps the Complaints have 
rot all been @ithout Cauſe— Our G-ntle- 
men of the Sza have not been the Men of 
the leaſt Faults3 but that is not the Bui 


neſs here; we have Clamourers enough, and 


Niſe enough made; I wiſh Men would ra- 
ther puſh their Cemplaiats into legal Pro- 
ſecutions, as the Famaire Men do now in the 
Caſe of Commodore Kerr, than be ever 
railing about Generals and Univerſals, and 
never came to Particulars. 

But I am not a geo ing to tell you who are 
Kn—s; will von bear with me to tell you 
who are F—-s? And ia this perhaps I may 
be plainer than you can beat Have you loſt 
the Newfound-Land Trade? — Shall I ſay, 
T wiſh it were not only loft to you, but en- 
tirely deftroy'd, and would GOD in his 
Providence forbid the Fiſh coming to the 
Banks, you ought to petition her Majefty 
far a Proceſſion to St. Pauls, and a Day of 
Thankſgiving for ſo ſignal a Bleſnng. 

Waar is this mid Man a doing now, ſays 
another? Our Newfourd-1 and Trade is voted 
in Parliament to be of great Conſequence 
to the Nation ; our Enemies, it is apparent, 
make themſelves rich out of it, they employ 
great Numbers of Ships and Mer, and we 
might eaſily take it from them, and make it 
our own; and he is for deftroying it! the 
Man is turn'd to the Enemy; he writes for 
the Freneb, and the like.

the Fiſhery, and if I muft tell you the 
Truth, it was bzcauſe I was never for of- 
f-ring imaginary Advantages to the Scors, 
but real Ones; of which, | hope, they will 
find the Benefit. 

And {hall I tell you why I was not ſo fond 
of the Fiſhecy there, as to raiſe Arguments 
from it, to urge the Union upva"the Scots; 
my Reaſons are plain, tho“ perhaps not ſo 
well natuc'd as you may expett. 


1. I ſee a great many Impracticables in 
the Way of the great Advantages, 
which we are told, the Herring - Fiſhing

promiſe much tor my own Country 
tnat: Way. 

Indeed, if it was a National Concern, 1 

- would hope, the Government would 


keep Faith; but as to Promiſes meerly 


popular, unleſs you will aſſure the 
World, that you always purſue your 
own Intereft, he muſt be a mad Man, 
that will promiſe for you, when at the 
ſame time *tis evident, that you act a- 
gainft the true Intereft of your own 
Trade in almoft every Article of it. 


But when Iam telling you of Scotland, as 
to the White-Fiſhing, I am telling you of 
ſomething, which perhaps every Body does 
nt know, and few will be willing to de- 
lieve, and therefore I ſhall be a little parti- 
cular in it. 

I know but one Offence I can commit in 


purſuing this Argument, and that is in tell- 


ing you here, you may both advantage your 
ſelves, aud at rhe ſame time enrich Scotland, 
and thereby. expoſe that wicked Principle, 
too much ſpreading among us, and propaga- 


ting more and more every Day, (M.) That 


we muſt not make the Scots too rich. 
I confeſs, when I had the Happineſs to 
ſee the Union with Scotland effected, in
